The First of the Kind in the World Will 
Seon be in Operation. 


Work has been commenced in London, 
Eng,, on the firet underground electric 
railway in the world, and the construc- 
tion of which was authorized bv a bill 
paseed throvgh the English par!iament 
three yeareago. At tat time, however, 
difficulty wae ercountered in raising a 
eufficient proportion of the vast amount 
ef money required for the undertaking. 
The politica! eituation in the United 
Statee, which hae caused the 1} quidation 
of American eecurities, ha2 reealted in 
loading up the market with money, and 
asa result the promotors of the enter- 
prise have been enabled to place their 
stocks and bonds to advantage. As now 
jrrojected the underground railway will 

be put ten milesin length, bat it will 
thread all the populous suburbs from 
Shepard’s Bush into the city, and the 
fourteen stations wil! tap such great ar- 
| teries of travel as the Bank of Exygiand. 
| Liverpool street, General Pustofiice, 
Chancery Lane, Tottenham Court Road, 
Oxford Circus and the Marole Arch. Ine 
| maximum depth is one hundred feet, and 
access from above tothe platforms wil
